One of the perplexing little problems of the interested housewife is to avoid 


sameness in her meals and yet keep their cost down where it belongs. 


It is easy 


enough to have plenty of variety where cost is no object, but to most of'us it is an 


object. 


There is a limit within which we like to keep. 


One great help in this direction is the use of Dried Vegetables. Many delicious 
dishes may be easily prepared by their use, some of which now and then may be 
made to take the place of the meat course. 

Furthermore, Dried Peas and Beans are flesh formers and muscle and tissue 


builders. 


Their per cent. of mineral matter is high. We should always bear this 


tact in mind and save the water in which dried vegetables are cooked for soups 


and sauces. 


The per cent. of fat in these foods is low, so we make up this deficiency 


by combination with milk, eggs and pork, and secure a highly nutritious dish. 
Below are a few suggestions from the Larkin Kitchen, which will be found 
agreeable and appetizing as well as nourishing and inexpensive. 


Split Pea Loaf with Potato Nests 


Press one cup cooked Larkin Green 
split Peas through a sieve and add 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, one tablespoon sugar, 
one-fourth cup chopped meat-nuts, one 


egg slightly beaten, one-fourth cup 
melted butter and three-fourths cup 
milk. Stir well and pour into a but- 
tered bread-pan_ lined with Larkin 
Waxed Paper.

Bake slowly six 
or eight hours, uncovering beans the 
last hour of cooking. 


Lima Bean Croquettes with 
Apples 


Soak one cup California Lima Beans 


over night in water to cover. Drain, 
add boiling water and cook slowly until 
beans are tender. Press through a 
sieve and add one-third cup bread- 
crumbs, three tablespoons melted but- 
ter, one-half teaspoon salt and a dash 
of red pepper. Cool and shape. Then 
roll in crumbs, dip in beaten egg and 
again rollin crumbs. Fry in deep fat 
and arrange slices of apple browned in 
a small amount of butter. 


Lima Beans with Carrots 


Cover two cups Larkin Lima Beans 
with water and soak over night. Add 
one small onion and a two-inch cube 
of salt pork cut into small pieces. Cook 
slowly until beans are tender.

RECIPES 
FROM THE LARKIN KITCHEN 


Salmon Croquettes 


Make a sauce of one-fourth cup cornstarch blended 
with three tablespoons melted butter, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, a few grains cayenne and one cup milk; 
and cook until thick. Cool and add one and three- 
fourths cups Larkin .Pink Alaska Salmon flaked fine, 
and one teaspoon lemon-juice. Shape into cro- 
quettes, roll in bread-crumbs, dip in one egg beaten 
with two tablespoons water and again roll in crumbs. 
Fry in deep fat. Drain and serve with tomato sauce. 


Salmon Ring With Buttered Peas 


Combine one can flaked Larkin Pink Alaska Salmon 
with one-half cup bread-crumbs, one-half teaspoon 
salt, a dash of cayenne and the beaten yolks of four 
eggs: Mix well, and fold in the stiffly beaten whites 
of four eggs. Turn into a buttered ring mold and 
place in a pan of hot water. Bake until firm in a 
moderate oven. Invert mold on a platter and fill 
center with one can Larkin Sifted Sweet Wrinkled 
Peas which have been drained, and heated with three 
tablespoons butter and seasoned with salt and pepper.

Line a shallow pudding-dish or an earthenware pie- 
plate with boiled rice. Flake one can Larkin Pink 
Alaska Salmon and flavor with two tablespoons 
lemon-juice, salt and pepper.
